BANKRUPTCY OF PROTESTANTISM 


One more evidence of the intellectual and moral bank- 
ruptcy of Protestantism is given in the resolutions of the 
Federal Council of Churches wherein they approve birth 
control. 


Two Lutheran leaders, all praise to their courage, round- 
ly condemned this action. One, a professor in a Lutheran 
theological seminary, declares that the practice approved is 
one of the “most repugnant of modern aberrations. . . it 
tends to degrade motherhood. . . the association with com- 
panionate marriage makes it tend to weaken married ties.” 

The president of the Illinois Lutheran synod warned 
Lutheran pastors to be very careful of expressing indorse- 
ment of the council's findings. He likewise declared that one 
of the difficulties of commending such practices is the fact 
that human nature is weak and “ready to take advantage of 
any loop-hole.” 

These two voices lifted against the new paganism are, 
however, as voices crying in the wilderness. Press dispatches 
list literally dozens of names of Protestant clergymen, in- 
cluding Lutherans, approving the stand of the Federal Coun- 
cil of Church:

Che Resurrection Of Christ 


Though the Jews had request-'| 
ed an armed guard from the Ro-' 
man authorities to prevent tne 
friends of the dead Christ from 
taking away His body, they did 
not prevent His rising glorious- 
ly from the tomb. The enemies 
of Christ watched the tomb: 
their malice followed Him even) 
after death. A large stone was 

laced in the door-way of the 
Savior’s tomb. Upon it 
placed the seal of the Roman 
Government. To break this seal 
was an offence against the power 
of the State. It was unlawful for 
anyone but an officer of the Gov- 
rmment to break the seal. 

It is interesting to note how 
the Jewish customs were carried 
ut in minutest detail in the bur- 
ial of Christ. His body 
wrapped in cloths: His face was’ 
covered with the customary 
cloth and His body was laid in 
a tomb, placed on the hill-side of 
the private garden of Joseph of 
Arimathea. It was to prevent’ 
the wild animals from entering 
into the tomb and marring the 
features of the dead, that large 
stones were rolled before the 
door-way leading into the tombs. 

Some would-be Atheists and 
those who term themselves Ka- 
tionalists, attempt to show that 
trickery was employed by the 
Apostles, in stealing the body of 
Christ and then claiming His 
glorious resurrection. These ex- 
travagant claims have been dis- 
proved by reputable historians. 
There was great danger. indeed, 
that the Apostles, all of whom 
fled when Christ was seized by 
the soldiers, would brave the 
meanness of the jeering soldiers, 
who guarded the tomb of Christ. 
No human agency can account 
for the resurrection of Christ.
